Cfleyeland, Aug. 1.— Tbls Is the six* 
teentli day of th« prMent «treet car 
strike la tlvli city and appwrently It Is 
no nearer a Mttlement noW tban when 
It began. Bom* unknown persons 
pushed an electric freight car loaded 
with ties from a switch on Mayfield 
BM^ta, Juat east o( tba city, onto the 
main track and down tba Ions, steep 
hill towarda Euclid arenue. Half way 
down the Incline it collided with an 
upbound car with terrific force. Both 
earn war* badly, wracked. Two paa- 
senfera were on the up-bound car. 
Strange to say, neither they nor tba 
crew were injurad beyond • aarare 
abaking up. 

The Bit Cooaolidatad offlclala atate 
that every line in their system is In 
full operation and on the more impor- 
tant lines the rp^^ulur schedule Is being 
maintained. The cars running down 
town on the Budid.and Cedar aTanna 
lines were fairly well filled. On tba 
other 12 lines In the Big Consolidated 
system, however, they were compara- 
tiraly empty at an hour wben they are 
nanally crowded. 

The boycott movement has spread 
so rapidly that It has reached the big 
down-town wholesale and department 
atorea. In many oaaaa the proprletora 
of iheaa estaMiabmanta are requesting 
their employes not to ride on the Big 
Consolidated cars. In some Instances, 
however, the merchants have flatly re- 
fused to take part in tbe boycott and 
daelara thay will haw nothing to do 
with It, no matter what tha reaolt may 
ha;

Wnshinptott, Aug. 1.— The marine 
hospital service had received nothing 
from the center of yellow fever Infec- 
tion at Hampton later tban the report 
placing tha total of tbe yaIlo«w fever 

outbreak at 37 cases and seven deaths. 

There has been no outbreak of fever 
outside of the original quarantine line. 
Bach day that paaaas without aucb de- 
velopmitnt 'lneraaaca the confidence of 
the surgeon general that thr fever will 
be confined to tbe original foci of in- 
fection and stamped out there. Tbe 
naual parted of Incubation of tbe dls- 
aaae la from three to five days, al- 
though It has extended to 11 day.i. The 
time since the first outbreak is now up 
to tbe usual quarantine limit. 

Tbe old soldiar who Is supposed to 
be responsible for tbe Importation of 
the fever has not yet been apprehend- 
ed, although several inmates of the 
home have baan racognlaad and detain- 
ed at various placea It Is said by the 
marine authorities that there is but 
little danger of the further spread of 
the disease by the soldier question. He 
had not developed the fever htmaelf 
when he left the home.

Ortiz, M«c, Aug. L— Any doubt that 
Vaquls are on tha warpath in earnest 

was dispelled when the news reached 
here that snveral Americans and Mex- 
Icana had baan killed In puabloa or 
towna in tbe Yaqui river valley, east 
and southeast of tbls station. 

The courier who came In with the 
news of tbe slaughter dadarea that be 
saw a daaparata fight at a point 40 
miles southeast of Ortiz, and that he 
has positive evidence that J. F. Rem- 
ley. a merchant of Hermosillo, and E. 
Miller, a photographer in his employ, 
were among tha killed. Tha Inhubi-* 
tants uf thi> towns In and near the 
Yaqui valley are in a state of terror. 

General Torraa, commander of the 
ftrsi military loaa. which Indades So- 
nora, Slnloa and Lower California, who 
was in the field with the Twelfth regi- 
ment, is reported among the slain. 

No information la obtainable as yet 
of the number of fighting Indians un- 
der arms, but if the outbreak is of tbe 
proportions of the war en(l<nl in 189" 
the number may be placed at between 
3,ool) and 4.000. Thla laiitbraak la a 
surprise to tha atata and army ofll- 
clals. 

It is impossible to secure accurate 
figures aa to the total numbar killed 
to date, but tbe eatlmate at 61 on each 

side is not considered excessive. 

DEEP WATER WAY. 

Eatlmatad Coat of Improvemanta Plnoed 
at a''iOO,0OO,0OO 

Philadelphia, Aug. L— Major Charles 
W. Raymond. dileC anglnaar of tbe 

United States army, left for Sault Ste. 
Marie, Mich., to attend the meeting of 
the deep waterway commission of 
which he la president. The commis- 
sion will discuss snd compare tha final 
surveys made for the contemplated 
route of the waterway from the great 
lakea to the Atlantic ocean. Major 
Raynoond approxlmatea tbe cost of the 
proposed waterway at about $200,000,- 
000. Before leaving he said: 

■'The route to be followed will be the 
Sault Ste. Marie canal to I^ake Huron, 
through tbe river to Lake Erie, thence 
by ship canal around Niagara Falla to 
Laka Ontario. The question confront- 
ing the commission at ttala point Is 
whether or not Welland canal, which 
is Canadian property, should be util- 
ized by deepening, as It Is now totally 
Inadequate for use for ships of deep 
draught, or a new canal built in Amer- 
ican territory. This may be found the 
more daalrabla for Intamatlonal rea- 
sons.

Washington. Aug. 1. — The interna- 
tional phase of the Italian lynchlngs in 
Louisiana has assumed a rather more 
serious aspect as result of several offi- 
cii reports received here. Theae ahow 
that tha Italian offlclala on tha acene 
b^lava that four out of the five men 
lynched were Italian citlsens in the 
fullest sense. Tbe Italian authorities 
bava-alab taken note of tha ataiament 
attrlbVtad to Dr. Hodges whose aa- 
sault led to the lynching. This states 
tliat after the assault he walked away, 
indicating that tbe ottenae was not 
of a character to warrant tha lyneh- 
lag of five persons. 

Qua Oir«ata tha Other. 

Waahington, Aug. 1.— Offldal advices 
received from Venesuela are to the 
effect that the country Is entirely quiet. 
This offsets recent unofllcial reports 
that serious outbreaks bad occurred 
in tha Andea country and tha people 
of that aeetion wera coming down in 
force from tbe mountalaa for an attack 
on Maracaibo, ona o( tha Chlaf oitlas 
of Venezuela.

Washington, Aug. 1.— Mr. Elihu Root 
took the oath of office as sacreUry of 
war at 10:45 a. m. Tha ceremony oc- 

ciirrof] in the larpe oflRce of tlie secre- 
tary of war in the prceence of Secre- 
taries Gage and Hitchcock, AssisUnt 
SecrOtary Melklcdohn. a large number 
tf army offleara in nnlforma and other 
employes and officials. The oath was 
administered by Judge Cole, of the su- 
ireme court of the District of Coluni- 
Lia. It waa 10:46 a. m. when Mr. Root 
stood up and took tha oath of oflce. 
Judge Cole then addreEsed him as "Mr, 
Secretary" and shook hands and con- 
gratulated bim. General Alger then 
advanced and shook handa most cor- 
dially and said with avldaot feeing: 
"With all my heart 1 congratulate you 
and the administration. You will find 
around you here men who will help In 
tbe ardoous dutiea ot your position. 
May Ood bless you and give you 
strength." 

General Alger picked up the com- 
mission, signed 'by tha president and 
attested by the secretary of state, ap- 
pointing Mr. Root secretary ot war. 

"Here is your commission," he said, 
with a smile, handing it to Mr. Root, 
la which you loae your Identity and 
become Mr. Secretary. I go back to 
become a sovereign citizen of the Unit- 
ed States and become Mr. Alger. ' 

"I sincerely wish it were the other 
way," aald Mr. Seel, as he aooapted 
tha parchmaet.

The 
bow of the gunboat cut through the 
ferryboat into the engine room, break- 
ing the main shaft and damaging con- 
siderable machinery.

Warm weather with frequent showers 
were the prevailing conditions until 

Sunday, when a change came and the 
week dosed with clear, cool weather. A 
few conntiea in the northeastern part of 
the State received but little rain and are 
still in need of it, but in most places the 
rainfall waa ample, and in some places 
so heavy as to do considerable damage 
by washing crops out on hlilsidee and 
flooding some lowlands. 

Generally speaking, the week was 
most favorable for all vegetation. Corn 
and tobacco improved rapidly. In some 
places early corn was permanently in- 
jored before the drouth was broken, but 
late corn is in gooi! coticHtion. Tobacco 
generally looks uuite promising, but 
t here is aome complaint of worms. Oar- 
dens have improved wonderfully. Irish 
and sweet potatoes are not as good as 
was expected earlier in the season. Pas- 
tures show great improvement since the 
rain. Fruit is very scarce throughout 
the State. Some farmers have com- 
menced plowing for winter wheat.
